- MiniDV tapes of General Assembly meeting 
- 100 GB of footage 
- Figuring out storage scenarios 
Howard: Possible Occupy Oakland contact dealing with live stream footage, 
meeting with him

- Shown how live stream works in live stream studio - creates 2 files (one on 
computer and one in online library) 
- Files on hard drive look pretty well cataloged as opposed to tapes

Archivist Tool Kit:

- Each of these a section or different web page 
- One section for people only interested in shooting and uploading 
- One section for people only interested in keeping things themselves 
- One section for small institutions getting a lot of content etc. 
- “Content Creator” and “Content Collector” are just very broad at this point 
- Language of sections must be aware of the potential user base- most should 
be usable for both trained and untrained archivists 
- Thoughts on LoC Personal Archiving site - take a look

Kelly: Talked to Alice about conservation metadata worksheet, can this be used 
for born digital content at Tamiment 

Howard: Conservation met tool talks about in detail how many reels/cassettes 
etc make up this, what condition etc. Archivist tool kit is standard catalog stuff- 
date, running time etc. The tool is descriptive of physical carrier but not content 
- Strategy meeting with Chela tomorrow at 11

- Creative Commons licensing, and how we can encourage users to use it, 
seems to be the most effective thing we can offer institutions at this point
